10,000 
PEOPLE HOMELESS 


Casualty List Small, However, There Be- 


ing 
Only Three 
Deaths—Immediate 


Steps Taken for Relief Work, State 


and Nation Volunteering Assistance- 


Fifty Unidentified Babies Picked Up.. 


BOSTON, Mass., April 13.—Although 


more than 10,000 people were made 
homeless, and hundreds of buildings in- 
cluding 
residences , business 
blocks, 


churches and public institutions, were 
destroyed :n the (ire which yesterday 
wiped out a third of the city of Chelsea, 
a careful estimate by the insurance ad- 
justers today places the entire propertj 
loss 
at 810,000,000. The relief 
work 


early today took on a .substantial form 
and by noon the situation was well in 
•hand. There was clothing in abundance 
temporary shelter had boon provided for 
the homeless and so bountiful was the 
supply of food brought in that no one 
went hungry. 


With the exception of the fire in the 


oil tanks on the east Boston water front, 
the flames had burned themselves out 
today, although the ruins were still 
smouldering. 


Burned Area Large. 


An nrea oi fifty-three acres of black- 


ened ruins, representing nearly a quar- 
ter of the total area of the entire city, 
marks the scene of the fire. Today this 
area is guarded by militiamen and mar- 
ines to prevent possible looting and mili- 
tary regulations prevail throughout the 
city. Early tor ay only three persons 
were known to .lave lost their lives in 
the fire, but it was feared that the num- 
ber would be increased when a search of 
the ruins would be made. Over half a 
hundred people were injured and were 
taken to thevjwapltala suffering severely, 
but this n-.orning all the injured ones 
were 
reported to be doing 
well, 
al- 


though some remained on tho danger 
lino. 


Plans for Relief. 


Concerted efforts towards 
providing 


relief for the thousands of sufferers were 
fairly started today. Acting Governor 
Draper issued a call for an early, morn- 
ing meeting of prominent Boston busi- 
ness men at the state1 house to make 
plans for raising funds for the tempor- 
ary care of the homeless and at about 
the same hour the citizens' relief com- 
mittee also held a meeting. 


While prompt measures for caring for 


tho homeless were being taken, sco-es 
of 
physicians, 
nurses and 
volunteer 


workers were attending to the injured. 
The Chelsea police station was turned 
into a temporary hospital, and many 
sufferers were brought there and treated 
temporarily. 
Later they were sent to 


the naval hospital and the marine hos 
pital, both of which were packed to the 
limit of their capacity, from this source 
and from the influx of patients from the 
two otner hospitals which were burned. 


Lost Infants Unclaimed. 


During the afternoon 
and 
evening.' 


more than fifty unidentified babies who 
had been picked up by the police, firemen 
and citizens were taken to the police sta- 
tions. They ranged in age from two 
months to five years. A boy brought in 
a baby less than six months old, that he 
had picked up in the gutter. A woman 
brought a pair of boy twins, not more 
than a year old. She said that a frantic 
mother had thrust the babies into her 
arms as she stood on the street, saying: 
"ITcre( hold these. I've got to get the 
others." 


Among the women taken to the hos- 


pitals in ambulances were two who be- 
came mothers after the fire started.

Employers'. Liability on Railroads. .. 
Chicago-Daily News: the passage, by 


the senate at. .Washington of-the house 
interstate-railroad 
employers' liability 


bill is a step in the direction of. indus- 
trial' insurance, though it merely pro- 
vides that a railroad employe injured 
while engaged in work connected with 
interstate commerce, or his dependents 
i'f his injury results in death, may col- 
lect damages. This, however, amount* 
to insuring, him and his family against 
destitution in the face of the risk taken 
by him when engaging in a certain haz- 
ardous occupation. 
A drawback is the 


expense of bringing suit for damages. 


The act as passed breaks down the 


fellow-servant doctrine of the common 
law, rendering it no'longer a bar to 
collecting damages for personal injury 
sustained', by railroad 'employes while as- 
sisting in interstate transportation. For 
the collection of damages under its pro- 
visions 'practically it is necessary only 
to- show that 'the .injury concerned was 
caused by the. negligence of the employ- 
er or of" some employe other than the 
complainant. 
It provides also- that in 


case the employe's injury is due-in part 
to his own fault this contributory neg- 
ligence, instead Of barring him ' from 
all damages, will merely cause a reduc- 
tion in the sum allowed. 


The railroad companies and the public 


-probably will be affected by the act in 
much the same way as they would be if 
it provided for thoroughgoing'industrial 
ir.surnnce . The railroad corporations in- 
sure in casualty companies against the 
.payment of damages in personal injury 
cases. 
They put the cost of. that in- 


surance into the rates for•transporta- 
tion paid by the public. 
An expected 


increase in the companies' tota.1 expenses 
for insurance will be likely to lead rail- 
road managers, to insist on more careful 
work by their employes in order to pre- 
vent ' accidents. , It should .also result 
in the increased use of safety appliances. 


This act was framed, to meet the Su- 


preme court's objections to the employ- 
ers' liability law of 1906. The companies 
probably will seek flaws in the new law. 
'However, this action by congress, urged 
by President Roosevelt and approved by 
the-people, ought to be an incentive to 
the various states to provide themselves 
with progressive legislation along the 
same lines.

The Poor Unemployed Senate. 


Phlox is rapidly gaining a leading 


place, in popularity, among experienced 
wrdcners, for filling in spaces where a 
showy 
Bower is required. The peren- 


nial varieties especially have been made 
attractive through the. introduction of 
many new varieties recently. 


The annual varieties, which 
grow 


from seed in a, season, arc quite as gor- 
geous and exceptionally suitable for the 
amateur who wishes a striking 
effect 


for his garden. Of the annual varieties 
there are so many distinct sorts, cata- 
logued 
under Phlox Drummondi, 
that 


the gardener can find any-shade desired 
except yellow. The varieties differ in 
height, si/.e and shape of blossom. They 
are of easy culture. Seed may be plant- 
ed in the spring, as soon as the weather 
settles, and generally they should be j 
given a, sunny position in the northern; 
latitudes, while protection against the 
sun and dry winds should be given in 
the southern and western climate where 
there is liable to be a long season of 
dry, hot weather. The plants will grow 
in" almost any soil though of course 
they do best in rich soil. They grow 
rapidly and it is not worth while to 
plant 'the seed indoors. 
Ordinarily they 


cease blooming in midsummer especial- 
ly if the season is dry and warm. But 
if they have partial shade and arc giv- 
en moisture and some plant food they 
may continue blooming until late. _The 
plants are most effective when in a, 
Urge mass, those of each 
color 
by 


themselves »rd in arranging the har- 
mony of color the height of the plants 
should be carefully considered. 


Golden Bell. 


This is a charming plant, the flowers 


of which-showy yellow blooms, distri 
buted along tbe branches so as often .to 
cover the whole bush—come into blos- 
som before the leaves appear. There 
are, two popular forms of the plant, 
one, an upright form. (Korsythia viridis- 
sima.) and the other a drooping plant 
(Forsythia tuspensa.) 


The plants arc perfectly hardy and 


will adapt themselves to -almost any 
kind of garden soil. The upright form 
is very well adapted for borders, for 
maaicn*. hedges 
or 
single 
specimens. 


Tbe drooping species is an exceptionally 
graceful plant and can be used as » 
climber and also in the open shrubbery 
border where it assumes the appearance 
of a weeping shrub. 
It is useful for 


covering walls, fences, arbors or porches. 


Sweet Shrub or Carolina Allspice. 


The sweet, shrub, so called from the 


frs"rance of its leaves and flowers, is 


fill the space between the sides of the 
shelter and- tbe plants.- 
Tbe shelter 


should be erected in November. 


The gardener who is willing to take 


such precautions to protect bifi treas- 
ures, may plant his bed of tea rosen 
without fear, and bo sure jhey will 'be 
a never ending delight. The tea rotes 
are e.-pccially excellent for cutting th* 
flowers.

with what other nations think. If they 
are sensitive they may take it out in 
sensitiveness. We in no wise threaten 
our friends, the Japanese, in retaining a 
commanding battleship fi«t in the -Pa- 
cific and properly defending our const 
lines of states and possessions. But in 
showing Japan we consider her feelings 
in leaving a defenseless country and by 
keeping our by far greater number of 
warships in other oceans, is it not but 
plainly showing these people that we are 
very much afraid of them. The ^cold 
truth is by our retaining our national 
sclf-respnct in spending as much money 
as we were minded in coast defense, and 
maintain as large a fleet as we pleased 
in the Pacific, japan would have that 
respect for the American people it ccr- 
tsinly can not have under the present 
policy. For how can it have?

Relatives state that whan he was ill he 
seemed to be despondent and when he 
was able to work there seemed to be 
nothing for him to do, as the times were 
slack. This condition made him more 
despondent than ever, and his condition 
was often noted by his family. He nev- 
er said that ho would do away with him- 
self, and his family had no such thought. 
He appeared to be cheerful and tried not 
to show that he was feeling despondent 
over the loss of bis health and his in- 
ability to work. 


He was 43 years of age and had resid- 


ed, in this city for more than twenty 
years. For some time he worked for the 
Johnson and Field company at the Junc- 
tion, but of late years had been employ- 
ed at Driver's. He leaves a wife, two 
sons and two daughters.

of different colors'and placed them over 
the nest, so that the ant 
der red, green, 
transposed the 
time. When th( 
the color in, <]iie.-tion they would burrow 
away from it. 'I'he facts.were acquired 
by counting the auts under each color. 
They avoided the violet in the most 
marked manner.

series of twelve observations there were 
S90 ants under the red glass and only 
five under the violet, though to our eyes 
the violet looked (larked than the red.

ic Ideal of Marriage. 


TORONTO. 
Onl., 
April S'.—An ex- 


hauj'tivc investigation of the mode, of 
life of the Doukhobors. the Russian re- 
ligious tanatics who have settled in 
Canada, has been undertaken and some 
sensational developments arc expected. 
Jt is alleged that the members of the 
various Doukliobor colonies practice free 
love, dozen's of men and women living 
together in the sume rooms, and that 
young girls are forced at a tender age 
to adopt the communistic ideal of mar- 
riage. 
It is stated that very few par- 


ents attempt to cars for their own 
children, but 
them over to the 


community to be provided for 
from 


the common fund. 
Sonic of the Douk- 


hoborh' refuse to bury their dead, be- 
lieving that the soul of the deceased 
would bo unable to escape from 
the 


grave. Corpses arc taken to • secluded 
spots and left to serve us food for the 
wolves. Physicians are not allowed to 
treat their sick, the leaders declaring 
that Jesus i> 'with them nil the time 
and that no human power could serve 
to avert the fate of one who is "called." 


At Fort William, "Ont., the members 


of an investigating committee visited a 
Doukliobor dwelling, which, in their op- 
inion, was large ' enough for possibly 
eighteen people at t hi> most, but there 
they found aeyenty-six 
men, 
women 


and children, ranging in age from fifteen' 
to sixty years, lying about the small 
rooms 
nude and 
uncovered, 
without 


the slightest regard for decency or com- 
mon .morality. 


The committee found that these peo* 


pic practised fyee love, marriage being 
unknown to them. The children bom 
from 
these promiscuous 
unions 
are 


cared'for out of the common fund. In 
this way girls grow up and become lost 
to their own parents at an early age. 
becoming the free wives of the rest of 
the community.- Such conditions we're 
found to exist that' steps were at once 
-.ken to disband the commune, and 
investigations arc being made to deter- 
mine whether similar conditions, exist 
throughout the Doukliobor villages iu 
Saskatchewan and Alberta,

Against Joint High School. 


Union Grove people voted yesterday 


in favor of a joint high school with the 
town of Yorkville, but the residents of 
Yorkville voted overwhelmingly against 
the project. State officials had inspect- 
ed and virtually condemned the old high 
school at the Grove, declaring that rt 
was in every way inadequate, especially 
as to room and ventilation. Superin- 
tendent Zimmermann and others strong- 
ly favored a joint school with the town, 
and the controversy commenced. 


While the Union Grove people general- 


ly favored such a school, the Yorkville 
residents openly rebelled and declared 
that they did not want the improve- 
ment. They issued a statement and cir- 
culated the same, advancing five reasons 
why it wasonot a feasible project and 
then the Union Grove adherents came 
back with their arguments. 


A mass meeting was called' at Ivcs 


Grove, at which Mr. Skewes, Superinten- 
dent Zimmermann and others spoke for 
and against the proposed school. The 
discussion was greatly in favor of the 
Yorkville crowd and a test vote resulted 
against the joint school. 


Returns of the election yesterday show 


that in Yorkville one hundred and sev- 
enty voted against the school and fifty- 
one in favor. Jn the Grove/the vote was 
one hundred and ten in favor and thir- 
ty against. It- will thus be seen that a 
joint school cannot be agreed upon. The 
probabilities are that the old Union 
Grove school will not be rebuilt and that 
the. town of Yorkville will erect a. sep" 
arate high school if one is erected at all. 


For a High School. 


The voters of the village of Water- 


ford and the town of Watorford, also 
contested the question of a joint high 
school. Lines were drawn very closely 
on the subject, but it carried by fifteen. 
In the village there was cast 321 votes of 
which 206 were for a joint school and 
22 against. In the town there was 380 
votes, of which 319 were against and-60

"System of the Stars" gives the sum of 
the light of these northern stars as equi- 
valent to 1-440 of full moonlight and the 
tiotat'Jight of all stars similarly enumer- 
ated in 'both hemispheres to the number 
of about 000,000 is roughly placed at 
1-1-80 of the lunar 
brightness. 
The 


scattered light of still fainter celestial 
bodies is difficult to cvoluatc. By a 
photographic method Sir William Ah- 
ncy. in 1806 rated the total starlight of 
both hemispheres .(it 1-100 of full moon- 
light and Professor Newcomb in 1001 
from visual observations of diffused sky 
radiance fixed the light power of all 
stara at just 728 times that of Capella 
or 1-89. of the light of tho full moon. It 
is not certain, however, that the sk} 
would be totally dark.if oil. stars were 
blotted out. Certain processes, make tho 
upper atmosphere strongly luminous a' 
times and one never can .be sure thai 
thin.light is absent.

Fate of Old Boots] 


What becomes of old boot* and shoes 


has hitherto been almost as puzzling » 
problem as where all tho pins-go to. 
The- solution, however, is given in the 
Boot and Shoe Trades Journal. 
Old 


boots and 
shoes of leather are cut up 


into small pieces, and then are put for 
two days in chloride of sulphur, the ef- 
fect of which is to make the leather Tery 
hard and brittle. When this is fully ef- 
fected the material is withdrawn from 
the action of the chloride of sulphur, 
washed with water, dried and ground to 
powder. It is then mixed with some 
substance that will cause it to adhere 
together, such as shellac or other resin- 
ous material, or even good glue, and a 
thick solution of strong gum. It is af- 
terward pressed into molds to 
form 


combs, buttons and a variety of other 
useful objects. Prussiate of potash is 
also made out of old leather. It is 
heated with pearl ash and old iron 
hoops in a large pot. The nitrogen and 
carbon form cyanogen, and then unito 
with the iron and potassium. Tho Bol- 
uable portions are dissolved out, and the 
resulting salt, added to one of iron, pro- 
duces tho well-known Prussian 
blue,
